Arlington Heights area was well 
combed by County and State po­ 
lice cal s Tuesday afternoon search­ 
ing for an escaped prisoner, Sea­ 
man 2c Jack G. Navarre, 23, In­ 
dependence, Kansas, who had kid­ 
napped Hugh Donnelly of 820 Ben- 
neforte ave., Oak Park, who for the 
last ten years has been police of­ 
ficer for

The es­ 
caped prisoner had previously en­ 
tered a car at Wauconda and forc­ 
ed its occupants, Dorothy W ag­ 
ner, 15, and Marie Stoffel, 18, of 
Volo to drive him 
to 
Arlington 
Heights. 
The car ran out of gas on Hig­ 
gins road, near the forest preserve. 
When Officer Donnelly approach­ 
ed the occupants to question them 
the escaped prisoner shoved a gun 
into his side and forced Donnelly 
to return to his car and drive west. 
The drive continued to Savannah, 
111., where Donnelly 
talked 
his 
“passenger” to enter 
a 
tavern. 
There Donnelly was able to visit 
a wash room where he wrote a 
note, which he slipped to two sol­ 
diers standing at the bar.

Detroit-Chicago 
highway rates high 


Plans to make Chicago the first 
American city to lead the nation 
in the annual billion dollar post- 
war highway program got under 
way here today when the project 
for the Chicago-Detroit P]\press- 
way, linking the country’s greatest 
industrial centers, was announced 
at the Palmer House. 
The plan 
was submitted by the Chicago Mo­ 
tor Club to a group of highway 
officials and civic leaders. 
Simui- 
taneously, a similar meeting was 
being held in Detroit under the 
sponsorship of the Automobile Club 
of Michigan. 
While no exact routing of the 
new road was presented, it was 
pointed out that the present road 
facilities between the two cities are 
such that the United States Pub­ 
lic Roads Administration recogniz­ 
es this as the second most needed 
highway in America today. 
The 
shortest route, according to 
the 
Touring Bureaus of the two mo­ 
toring organizations, is 273 brules 
by the way of US 20 and 112. Or­ 
dinary traveling is estimated 
at 
eight hours. 
The new express route will be 
shorter and cut traveling time to 
four and one half hours, and would 
save hundreds of accidents and 
scores of lives annually. 
The highway will consist essen­ 
tially of two 
divided 
roadways 
which 
will 
separate 
opposing 
stream s of traffic. 
According to 
national design for the Intel si ate 
System, the right-of-way will be 
wide enough to provide for the ex­ 
pansion of roadways

The alarm was spread by the 
two girls, w’ho called the state po­ 
lice from a neighboring telephone. 
With their car out of gas and wa­ 
ter, they asked aid of Ed Proch- 
now, driver fo r Schiniming Oil Co.

The girls told their 
story to George Scum m ing* who 
chanced to appear on the scene and 
he provided the gas and taped up 
a radiator hose so that it w'ould 
hold water and the girls could re­ 
turn home.

p. rn. 
Navarre and tw’o other prisoners 
escaped Tuesday by slugging their 
guard, Marine Corp. Clifton

Mantey, and seizing his pistol.

They compelled Mantey and two 
navy civilian employes to accom­ 
pany them in a truck to a woods 
near Libertyville w’here they 
ex­ 
changed clothes with the trio and 
drove o ff in the truck.

Voters don't 
approve is 
belief 


A hectic session of the DuPage 
county 
board 
of 
supervisors 
at 
Wheaton on Tuesday brought no 
solution of the problem of a new 
court house, although county of­ 
ficials w’ere present and 
stated 
their needs. 
W hatever 
progress 
wras made was contained in a mo­ 
tion by Joseph N. 
Anderson of 
York township, w'hich 
instructed 
the building committee to obtain 
sketches of the proposed building, 
or some building. 
There were 24 of the 26 board 
members present, Leonard Boils of 
Addison township and Lloyd 
C. 
H am er of Downers Grove town­ 
ship, being absent. 
On the mo­ 
tion to call for sketches, Frank J . 
Bogan of Glen Ellyn, Jam es H. 
Slaw’son of Lombard, and Henry 
G. Holm of Hinsdale, voted no, and 
all the others present voted aye. 
There seemed to be a feeling at 
the meeting that the voters are not 
ready to vote $1,000,000 for a new’ 
building. 
An alternate, an addi­ 
tion to cost $400,000. 
increased 
from $300,000, was projected. 
There was talk of getting gov­ 
ernment aid, but it was pointed out 
by Supervisor Charles J . Schatz 
of Wheaton, that in order to ob­ 
tain a government grant the coun­ 
ty, must have perfected all its plans 
in detail. 
Perhaps the most 
logical 
and 
concise talk was delivered by C r- 
cuit Judge 
Win 
G. 
Enoch. 
He 
said that w’hile the circuit court 
quarters 
are crowded and 
that 
court 
proceedings 
w’ere 
delayed 
fo r at least an hour by the noise 
of passing trains on Monday, he, 
personally, was content to put up 
with inconveniences. 
He 
asked 
the members of the board to bear 
in mind that they were building 
for the future and reminded them 
that none of them or he, himself, 
w’ould be in office forever.

Bloooiiogdole 
township to hold 
election Aug. 18 
Say non-high 
cost is 
exhorbitant 


Residents of Bloomingdale town­ 
ship and part of Wayne township 
areas which are at present a part 
of the non-,high school district of 
DuPage county, will vote at a spe­ 
cial election Saturday, August 18, 
on the proposition 
of 
changing 
from the present status to form 
a separate high school district. 
The election has been called fol­ 
lowing the filing of a petition as 
required by law which contained 
the requisite number of qual fled 
voters in the area concerned. 
The movement for the change 
from the non-high school 
status 
was launched some time ago by a 
group of civic leaders in this a r ­ 
ea. 
They have pointed out that 
under the present setup this a r­ 
ea has no voice in sett ng tax lev­ 
ies and in disposing of the tax 
monies, and is, paying much more 
than it should for the high school 
education of its youth. 
In addi­ 
tion, this non-high school district 
has accumulated an indebtedness 
in the amount of $150,000 which, it 
is pointed out, will get larger year 
by year, because the State has set 
a limit on the n.on-high ta x rate. 
A further reason for form ing a 
separate high school district in this 
area is the burdensome cost 
of 
transportation. 
It 
is 
estimated 
that parents pay out at the rate 
of $45 per pupil for transportation 
which is in excess of taxes. 
More­ 
over, as part of a larger area sub­ 
ject to a levy set for the whole 
area, taxpayers in 
Bloomingdale 
township are paying 
more thai! 
their just share, 
if the tax mon­ 
ey collected here w’ere used ex ­ 
clusively for 
students 
residing 
within this 
township it would go 
much farther, it is said. 
Voters will not vote for a high 
school building in this election as 
other qualifications must be met 
before any such action can be tak ­ 
en. 
But a high school board of 
five members will be approved at 
this election who will have power 
to make ta x levies based on local 
valuation rather than county val­ 
uation as under the present non- 
high setup. 
lf the proposition is 
approved, 
the state will pay into the new 
district 
at the 
rate 
of $15 
per 
year for pupil for transportation 
purposes. 
It does not do this now. 
Voters 
who desire to get the 
most for their school tax money 
are asked to make 
a 
thorough 
study of the proposition so th at 
they can vote intelligently.
